STILL NO CONFIRMATION OF THE 
SAMOAN RUMOR. 


B laine F avors an E xtra S e ssio n - 
Sw ift to H ave a F oreign Mis­ 
sion—A Navy W anted.

A TEAFOT TEMPEST. 


Not a L in e Nor Word In Confirmation ot 
the Nlpslo Report. 
W a sh in g to n, March 10th.—The State 
and Navy Department officials still remain 
in profound ignorance respecting the re­ 
ported sinking of the Nipsic, and they con­ 
tinue to confidently express the belief that 
the story is simply a sensational invention. 
Secretary Blaine said to your correspond­ 
ent this evening that he had never been 
able to persuade himself into the belief that 
such an improbaDle story could be true. 
Surprise is expressed that, in the absence 
of any confirmatory evidence, the San 
Francisco newspapers should have made 
such positive statements as were tele­ 
graphed East from the coast last night. The 
last mail steamer bringing advices from 
Apia to Auckland was the Alameda, whose 
seizure by the German Government was re­ 
ported. 
At the same time her owners had 
been notified by cable of her arrival at Syd­ 
ney, 2,300 miles from Samoa. Had she 
brought any news from Apia to Auckland 
of a conflict between the Olga and Nipsic, 
it is presumed that either the American or 
British Consul wonld have sent advices by 
the steamer to be cabled to their respective 
Governments, in which case the news 
would have been published officially long 
ago. 
’ 
The Germans control the International 
Postoffice at Apia—thanks to Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s kindness—but it is not for a moment 
assumed that Consul Blacklock would do 
else than put his mail on board a steamer 
without letting it go direct through Ger­ 
man hands. 
Senator Frye thinks it barely possible 
that a conflict may have occurred after the 
departure of the Alameda southward, and 
that the news was brought secretly to 
Auckland by a German boat and sent in 
cipher to Berlin, whence it leaked out 
through an unofficial channel. 
That a secret of this magnitude could 
long be preserved seems incredible, and 
the Navy Department officials say that no 
German ship carrying news of such im­ 
portance could well enter Auckland with­ 
out the facts leaking out. 
Members of the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, which investigated Samoan aflairs 
at the last session of Congress, have been 
chary of expressing opinions respecting the 
reported delicate and critical situation of 
aflairs on the islands, and a collision be­ 
tween the United States and German forces 
would have created no great surprise. Even 
now they think it possible that some fight­ 
ing may have occurred. Commander Mul- 
lan’s patience has been severely tried, and 
be is not an officer to submit to any indig­ 
nity to the flag under which he sails. 
As telegraphed last night, no orders to 
hurry the work on the Charleston have 
been given, and inquiries as to the time 
when she would be in readiness for her 
trial were made without the slightest refer­ 
ence to any possible necessity for the im­ 
mediate use of the vessel. 


ONLY A SENSATIONAL JOKE. 
W a sh in g to n, March 10th.—The State 
and Navy Department officials are still 
without official news irom Samoa relative 
to the sinking of the Nipsic, and still doubt 
the genuineness of the rumor. Secretary 
Blaine and the Acting Secretaiy of the 
Navy, Commodore Walker, were seen late 
to-night and both reiterated their previous 
statement that they had received no news 
from Samoa, and that they believed the 
rumors of the sinking of the Ninsic to be a 
sensational joke. 


INCREDULOUS NAVAL OFFICERS. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 10th.—Naval offi­ 
cers discredit the Samoan story and admit 
that the Nipsic is overmatched oy the Olga. 
They think the publication of the German 
newspaper was thrown out as a feeler. 
Walker Blaine told your press represent­ 
ative that the State Department placed no 
credence in the report, and believed that 
the whole story was invented in the inter­ 
est of stock speculators. 
SEWALL CREDITS THE REPORT. 


W a sh in g t o n , March 10th.—Ex-Consul- 
General Seawall, who wa? dismissed by 
Cleveland for telling the Senate committee 
ail he learned and saw about the German 
operations in Samoa, believes the story of 
the sinking of the Nipsic. 


O N T H E S P O T . 


T h e S itu a tio n a t S a m o a , a s E x p la in e d by 
C a p ta in M u lla n . 
W a sh in g to n, March 10th.—The following 
letter from Captain Mullan, received by his 
brother, was dated Apia, January 28th : 
** Dear Brother: In Samoa there is war­ 
times excitement. Germany declared war 
against Mataafa and proclaimed martial 
law, and we have protested, I think, with 
beneficial effect. They said in case the 
citizens of Apia did not give a list of the 
arms and ammunition held by them they 
wonld be imprisoned. 
I told Captain 
Fritze, of the Adler, there should be no 
such punishment. The protest had the 
etfect of stopping this. Their proclama­ 
tion of martial law spoke of offenses whose 
penalties are death, deportation, shooting, 
bard labor and imprisonment. They don't 
hold Apia, nor have they invaded Samoa ; 
hence, under English and American law, 
they cannot proclaim martial law. But 
they say the German law is different. 
•‘Things are exciting here. They are at 
war with Mataaia, but all their proclama­ 
tions are directed against foreigners. They 
carry on a high game here. Our Govern­ 
ment has but one vessel, while they have 
three good ships. 
" I hear by the way of Auckland we will 
soon have more ships ht-e. 
God only 
knows how this affair will end. The Sa­ 
moans do not want Germany to annex 
their islands, but long ago asked England 
and the United States to take them. Their 
old King, Malietoa. was deported over a 
year ago, first to Germany, next to the 
coast of Africa, and then to the Marshall 
Islands, to the north of Samoa, where he 
is now. I am kept busy from morning to 
night, and have been since the 7th of De­ 
cember, when the Adams left for Califor­ 
nia. My mail by this steamer will be the 
heaviest I have yet bad, and my several 
reports to Secretary Whitney lengthy and 
full. The Samoan Times has been sup­ 
pressed by the Germans. 
"O n January 9th the German Consulate 
and German Consul's house were burned— 
loss, $W0,000. This was the greatest fire 
that ever occurred in Apta. I sent men to 
render aid and got thanked in a public 
proclamation. I think my action will be 
approved by the Government. 
"As lor the state of Samoa, it never was 
in such a condition. I am here alone and 
my responsibility is great. I hear Ger­ 
many intends sending troops. 
"O n Jauuary 11th I sent Lieutenant 
Hawley to Auckland to telegraph the 
Secretary that the German Consul at 
Auckland chartered an English steamer 
and sent her here with 
German dis­ 
patches.” 


CHURCH AND FIRESIDE. 


H ow the New- President Spent His First 
White House Sunday. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 
10th.—The first 
; Sunday in the White House was spent 
very quietly by President Harrison and 
family. All callers were told that they 
didn’t wish to be disturbed, and to call 
¿gain. The family arose at 9 o’clock and 
k-eakfasted at 11. The President, his son, 
daughter-in-law and 
sister, Mrs. Lord, 
drove to the Church of Covenant (Presby­ 
terian) and listened to a sermon by Rev. 
Hamlin, its pastor. The church was weli 
fihed, but the crowd which would have 
gathered were absent, as it was not gener­ 
ally known which church the President 
would attend. A crowd gathered around 
the Kew York Avenue Church, expecting 
the President there, but were disappointed. 
On returning from cbnrch the family sat 
down to lunch at 3 o’clock. The Presi­ 
dent, his son-in-law, McKee, and Private 
Secretary Halford left the W hite House 
and took a long walk, lasting nearly two 
hours. They were frequently recognized 
by pedestrian?, who raised their hate, and 


were responded to by the President doing 
the same. 
The party, on their return, 
stayed indoors the remainder of the day, 
the President spending the evening in a 
romp with little Ben. and Baby McKee. 


THEY DON’T M T V THEM. 


Asylums, Receiving National Aid, Which 
Draw the Color Line. 
W a sh in g to n, March 10th.—The reply of 
the Commissioners of 
the 
District of 
Columbia to Senator Edmunds’ resolution 
for information concerning the exclusion 
from any charitable institution in the Dis­ 
trict on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude, has been received. 
Many, if not all of these institutions, re­ 
ceived aid from Congress, which was one 
reason why the inquiry was made. The 
replies show that in the great majority of 
cases no discrimination was made, but sev­ 
eral are either not so clear or admit that 
colored applicants are not admitted. 
Sister Clara, of St. Rose's Industrial 
School, says: “It could not be supposed 
that we could mix them with our young 
girls, who are mostly orphans from good 
families.” 
J. Curtiss Smith, of the Washington 
Hospital for Foundlings, says that no col­ 
ored applicants have been presented, but 
adds: "W e have to employ a number of 
wet nurses for 
nursery children, and 
whilst we may regret the fact that any race 
prejudice should exist, yet we are com­ 
pelled to recognize it as a fact, and it is ap­ 
parently necessary to keep white and col­ 
ored cmdren in the same wards.” 
Sister Mary Vincent, of St. Vincent’s 
Orphan Asylum, writes: “ This institu­ 
tion is for white children.” 
Sister Agnes, of the St. Ann Infant Asy­ 
lum, says she receives infants and children 
from the public authorities, but to receive 
all who present themselves at our door, 
particularly the colored, would be an utter 
impossibility. 
The Sisters’ of the Holy Cross, of St. 
Joseph’s Asylum, reply is : “ Our asylum 
is for male orphans. None are excluded 
but colored. I find from experience that 
white boys cannot be mixed with colored.” 


F E D E R A L A P P O IN T M E N T S . 


T h e C o m m issio n to B e rU n —S w ift S la te d 
fo r a F irs t-C la s s M ission. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 10th.—It is doubtful 
if President Harrison will send to the Sen­ 
ate to-morrow any important foreign ap­ 
pointments. 
That he will make some 
nominations, however, is confidently ex­ 
pected, and among them it is reported will 
be Governors of the Territories which the 
last Congress provided should be admitted 
as States. There is a vast deal of specula­ 
tion as to who will be chosen to represent 
the United States at the Samoan Confer­ 
ence in Berlin. To-night it is reported that 
this Government will be represented bv 
three Commissioners, and that they will be 
General Benj. F. Butler, Wrn. Walter 
Phelps and John A. Kasson, with Gustavus 
Gavard and Harold M. Sewall as Secre­ 
taries. 
Ex Governor Porter, ol Indiana, is said 
to be slated for Minister to Italy, and John 
C. New, of Indiana, to be Minister to Aus­ 
tria. 
It is thought that Mr. Swift will receive 
one of the more prominent foreign mis­ 
sions, but where he will go is at present 
unknown. He is mentioned in connection 
with the French, Russian and Spanish 
missions. 
Whitelaw Reid still has the call, in the 
estimation of politicians, on the British 
mission, but it is doubted if Murat Hal­ 
stead will be offered or would accept the 
mission to Germany. 


C o n g re ssm e n T o w n sh e n d ’s D e a th . 
W a sh in g t o n, March 10th.—Richard W. 
Townshend, of Shawneetown, 111., died of 
pneumonia at the Riggs House at 11:45 
o’clock yesterday morning. 
In his boy­ 
hood he was a page in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, of which he was subsequently 
a member for six terms, and was re-elected 
for a seventh. 
The funeral of Representative Towns­ 
hend will take place in this city next 
Tuesday. He will be buried in the Con­ 
gressional Cemetery. 
E x tr a S essio n T a lk . 
W a sh in g to n, March 10th.—Blaine 
is 
quoted as saying there ought to be an ex­ 
tra session of Congress, so there might be 
some legislation at the first regular session. 
“ The next campaign,” says he, "begins 
next year with the Congressional canvass, 
and the party ought to make a record in 
Congress before it. 
If there is no extra 
session the preliminary work must be 
done at the first regular session, throwing 
needed legislation back.” 
S e n a to r H e a r s t B a y s a R e sid e n c e . 
W a sh in g t o n, March 10th.—Senator and 
Mrs. Hearst have completed arrangements 
for the parchase of ex-Secretary Fairchild’s 
residence on New Hampshire Avenue. The 
house will be entirely remodeled and 
altered. The ballroom will be thrown out 
at the rear of the second parlor, while the 
interior of the honse will be entirely re­ 
decorated. 
A N av y W a n te d . 
W a sh in g t o n, March 10th.—To a reporter 
Secretary of the Navy Tracy said last even­ 
ing: “ Yes, we need a navy; a better navy, 
and the people are bound to have one; best 
ships that art and artisans can construct. 
We need more, and we shall bnild and 
have more. 
Within sixty days we shall 
advertise for proposals for contracts forsev- 
eral new vessels.”

GREAT VICTORY REPORTED FOR 
LEGITIME IN HAYTI. 


Terrible 
D om estic Tragedy — New 
Y ork Federal A ppointm ents— 
G irls Tired o f liifle. 


[SPBCIAL DISPATCHES TO THE BBOOED-üNlON.] 


F IG H T IN G IN H A T T I. 


Hippolyte Worsted In a Terrible Battle 
With Legitime. 


N ew Y o r k , March 10th.—The steamer 
Col san has arrived with Haytian advices to 
March 3d. Captain Frazer of the Colsan 
reports: “Just before leaving Port De Paix 
we learned that a terrible battle had been 
fought between the forces of Legitime and 
Hippolyte thirty-five miles from that place. 
The latter was routed after a sanguinary 
combat lasting several hoars. Nearly 200 
were killed and wounded on each side. 
Afterward Legitime’s soldiers robbed their 
enemies, dead and wounded. Legitime is 
daily gaining victories.” 
For two hours the battle raged. The 
ammnuition of Hippolyte’s troops rapidly 
giving out, many of them threw down 
their guns and fled. Hippolyte personally 
rushed to the front and begged them to 
continue the battle, but the men fled to 
the woods, the victorious troops in hot 
pursuit. 
Then the massacre began. Many of Hip­ 
polyte’s men implored General Duquesne’s 
men not to kill them but to take them 
prisoners. 
Their appeals were in vain, as 
Legitime had given orders to kill every 
man. 
His orders were faithfully obeyed, 
and everyone of Hippolyte’s men who 
was overtaken was ruthlessly butchered. 


TRAMPLING OVER MUTILATED BODIES. 
Many were beheaded. Darkness stopped 
the bloody murder, The fugitive who 
brought the news of this atrocity said he 
hid himself in the brush, and when Le­ 
gitime’s men had withdrawn, started for St. 
Marc and fled across the battle-field. He 
stumbled and fell overheads severed from 
the bodies of the men. The corpses were 
cut and backed in a horrible manner, and 
some were so mutilated as to be hardly 
recognizable. 
Tüe following day Hippolyte rallied a few 
men and attacked Legitime’s troops, with 
terrible loss. 
NO QUARTER. 
N ew Y o r k , March 10th.—The World to­ 
morrow will contain the following : "The 
steamer Coban arrived in this port yester­ 
day, bringing the news of a bloody battle 
between Legitime's and Hippolyte's forces, 
and a massacre by the victors. Captain 
Frazer brought a copy of La Patrie, the Hip­ 
polyte organ, published on February 23d, 
at Gonaives, and containing an account of 
the battle and massacre at Grand Saline. 
The Hippolyte forces in this city were com­ 
manded by Generals Mom Point and Jean 
Meserau. Legitime’s army began the at­ 
tack on the enemy’s outposts early in Feb­ 
ruary. They were repulsed several times, 
but finally succeeded in carrying them, 
and a few days later were masters of the 
city and General Meserau’s sword. 
PILLAGE AND MASSACRE. 
Legitime’s men were so elated over their 
success that they immeditely commenced 
to pillage the town. A drunken soldier 
shot one of the prisoners for some trifling 
matter. This was the signal for a general 
outbreak on the part of the soldiers. They 
rushed at the prisoners, shooting and 
stabbing them right and left. The prison­ 
ers begged hard and piteously for mercy, 
but their cries were laughed at and the 
killing went on, quarter being allowed to 
none. Never before has such 
A PITIABLE SIGHT 
Been presented. The murdered men lay 
about huddled in scores. 
Some were 
frightfully hacked and mutilated, many of 
the blood-frenzied soldiers 
having run 
amuck even among the corpses, plunging 
their swords again and again into the 
bodies of the slain. 
General Meserau tried to stay the butch­ 
ery, but he was laughed at and warned not 
to interfere if he wished to live. When 
lack of victims stayed the butchers, they 
robbed the dead and looted and burned 
the town. Nearly the whole place, savs 
La Petrie, is in rains. 
Captain Frazer thinks the city must have 
been burned between February 28th and 
March 1st.

S H O C K IN G A F F A IR . 


A H u s b a n d K ills H is W ife a n d H im se lf 
B e fo re T h e tr C h ild re n . 
A u burn (N. J.), March 10th.—A double 
tragedy occurred just before noon to-day at 
No. 3 Frances street, where Joseph Ressell 
lived with his wife and two children, aged 
respectively 9 and 12 years. It is supposed 
that Ressell and his wife had an altercation 
in the kitchen about a young man who 
had lecently boarded with them, when 
Ressell produced a revolver and shot her 
in the region of the heart. The woman 
ran out doors and started for a neighbor's, 
but fell to the ground dead. 
Neighbors went to the house, when Res­ 
sell was found on the kitchen floor dead, 
with a bullet in his heart. The children, 
during the shooting, escaped from the sec­ 
ond-story window. 


T H E B A C K T R A C K . 


B o o m e rs A b o u t to b e D riv e n O u t o f I n ­ 
d ia n T e rr ito ry A g a in . 
O klahom a (Ind. Ter.), March 10th.—It 
is understood that the military will clear 
the country of boomers without waiting 
further orders. General alarm prevails in 
all the camps and they are ready to move 
at a moment’s warning. 
The boomers 
have no objection to going to Purcell, 
where they can wait conveniently for the 
day set by the President for their coming 
in. 
Soldiers are said to be moviDg from Fort 
Reno, but it is supposed the expedition is 
bound for the Pottawatomie country, where 
they will remove a large number of in­ 
truders. 
There is also a rumor that the Chickasaw 
country is to be cleared of white people. 
The throng at Purcell is growing larger 
every day. 


LATEST FROM THE FRONT. 
S t . L o u is, March 10th.—The latest in­ 
formation in regard to the movements of 
the Oklahoma Boomers is to the effect that 
Harry Hill, in an interview yesterday, said 
he had formulated his plan of action. The 
Boomers are to be massed at Caldwell and 
Hinnewell, Kans.

Lord s trial yesteruay s»-ven witnesses testi­ 
fied that the count oi the vote by tbe Bos­ 
ton Ravine Election Board was correctly 
kept, so far as they observed. More wit­ 
nesses from the precinct testified that their 
tickets had been changed since they were 
voted, making in all twenty-two voters who 
have so far testified to that effect. 
John A. Carter, a Deputy Sheriff under 
the defendant at the time the ballots are 
alleged to have been altered, testified: " It 
was my custom to sleep in the room be­ 
tween the Sheriff’s office and the jail. On 
the night of November 19th Lord slept 
there and I went home. I went into the 
building at S:30 o'clock in the evening. 
Lord was on the bed with his clothes on, 
and asked me if I saw anv Indians down 
town. Told him yes : and he said he de­ 
sired to find Indian Joe, who was then 
wanted for a murder near Camptonville, 
and was going out to hunt for him. Lord 
had before this night slept in the office 
eighteen or twenty times, and there was 
nothing unusual in his doing so that night. 
The next morning I saw some can d le grease 
on the spittoon and fioor. 
I freq u e n tly 
used candles around the Sheriff’s office an d 
the bed-room.” 
Hugh McCauley, janitor of the Court­ 
house, testified to seeing candle grease the 
next morning. 
Twenty-five specimens of writing were, 
then identified as the defendant's signa­ 
tures, written at various times. 
At the hour of adjournment George 0 
Hickox was on the stand, testifying as to 
the similarity between said signatures and 
the defendant's name where it was written 
on the altered ballots. The prosecution 
will conclude Monday by the offering of 
direct testimony. Experts Gumpel, Hvde 
and Horton will be called to testify on the 
writing.

T O U R IST S B U T C H E R E D . 


A Y ello w sto n e G u id e S u sp e c te d o f S lay­ 
in g F iv e P e rso n s . 
C h e y e n n e , March 10th.—Five French 
tourists, three men and two women, are re­ 
ported to have been murdered in Yellow­ 
stone P a rk . The guide is authority for the 
statement that the deed was committed by 
Indians, while others think tbe perpe­ 
trators were organized bandits. 
The story comes from Canyon City, on 
the eastern edge of Yellowstone Park', and 
the scene of the tragedy is far in the in­ 
terior. 
Guide Hank Ferry, it is said, 
escaped with his life and told the details in 
the mining town of Canyon. According 
to the information given the miners, the 
tourists consisted of ¿I. Le Claire and wife, 
J. Vincent and wife, and Paul Gerot. They 
came from San Francisco and had plenty of 
money, and were desirous of seeing the 
park in winter. 
In Rattlesnake canyon they wereattacked 
at sunrise by a party of horsemen. Ferry 
was nearly brained with the butt-end of a 
gun, and shot in the leg. When he recov­ 
ered consciousness he found that his em­ 
ployers had been shot in their sleep. The 
two women had been scalped, and every­ 
thing of value in the outfit taken. 
Ferry, half-crazed with excitement and 
fever, made his way to the mining camp, 
where he told his story. He thought the 
murderers were Indians, but the'miners 
believe they must have been outlaws, who 
had probably followed the tourists a long 
distance watching an opportunity such as 
was offered in the canyon. 
The miners proposed to go after the 
murderers, and then Terry diappeared. At 
first it was supposed he had wandered off 
while temporarily insane, but his continued 
absence has led to the suspicion that he 
knows more about the massacre than he 
has told. 
No attempt will be made to reach the 
scene for some weeks yet. The tourists’ 
mules, which were branded, may possibly 
prove a clue to the murderers.

Sacramento has often enough been dis­ 
graced by the polls being made riot and 
intim idation centeis. The police and the 
aid they can ca'l in. can, if so uknded, en­ 
force the hundred-foot law and prevent the 
game being carried out that has so often 
been resorted to here—that of blocking the 
way to the polls with “ line-repeaters,” so 
that the real voter cannot reach the ballot- 
box. 
There m ust be no crowds about the bal- 
lot-windows to-morrow. Two or three de­ 
termined officers firmly announcing their 
purpose, can easily keep the crowd back 
and let no one come w itbin reach of the 
polls except these who walk there to vote, 
and a challenger or two recognized by the 
Boards of Election. 
Let the police do their 
duty, < nroll posses, if need be. to aid them , 
and see to it that there is no more of this 
disgraceful crowding and jam m ing about 
the polling window; that no man opens a 
ballot witbin one hundred feet of the polls; 
th at no voter is solicited w ithin that limit. 
The city officials have am ple power to 
insure ns a peaceful and orderly election, 
and they should take time by tbe forelock 
and prepare to n>akc the authority of the 
law respected. 


THE TROUBLE IN CHINA. 


The disturbances in China are seiiotis. 
The rioters have assailed all foreigners. It 
cannot, therefore, be said that they are 
angered against Americans because of our 
restriction policy—in (act it does not appear 
that the rioters were actuated by any other 
motive than hatred against “ white devil6.” 
Toe British Consulate was burned, the 
American Consulate looted, and even the 
French assaulted. W hile the Hots were 
c a n ^ e d m one of Uic eufcl luuskta-lii. 
Chinese cities, it is known that in the older 
ones there is a hostile feeling also to foreign 
residents. The coming to power of the 
young Em peror is not promise of better 
things, for be is under the control of a man 
who looks over his shoulder for his policy, 
and not into the progressive present and 
the poetibilities of the luture. H is is a 
patriarchal sentim ent in all things which 
draws its vitality from the things of the 
past, and is opposed to advancem ent and 
innovation and favorable to exclusiveness 
and retrogression. Of course both tbe 
British and American Governments will 
m ake tbe I'ekin Government sm art for the 
outrages referred to ; but punishm ent, we 
fear, wiil not prevent tbe occasional out­ 
break of the intolerant spirit. 


Tbe desperation of the efforts put forth 
■to defeat the Republican ticket to-morrow, 
indicate the belief on tbe part of its oppo­ 
nents that thc-ir cause is one with small 
hope of success behind it. It is an old 
trick of opposition mansgers to get up 
side issues, and divide the strength of the 
Repnblicaus.

I also learn that one of the principal rea­ 
sons for submitting such ordinance to a 
vote of the people is that a serious doubt 
exists as to whether collections could be 
enforced by law for a considerable rate of 
license unless a vote of the people was first 
had, indorsing the ordinance. If this be 
so it cccurs to me that the question of 
high license or low license has nothing 
whatever to do with the city election to 
take place 
next Tuesday, inasmuch as 
two members of the new Board are already 
committed to the submission of such ordi­ 
nance to a public vote. 
Two members 
are a majority of the Board, and hence 
the proposition is to be positively submit­ 
ted w thin a few weeks.

LIQUOR ORGYXIZED. 


A M eetin g o f th e W h o lea a le a n d R eta il 
D e a le r s 
At 2 P. m. o a Saturday a convention of 
liquor dealers met in the basement of 
Turner Hall. 
It was called to order by Tony WTenh­ 
etro, who keeps a saloon in the St. George 
building. He said its object was the con­ 
sideration of the question of high license, 
which had been precipitated upon the peo­ 
ple. It was a question that must be met 
and dealt with upea a purely business 


H. F. Dillman, ex-Chief of the Police 
Department, who keeps a saloon at Front 
and I streets, wss selected as temporary 
Chairman, and Charles H. Eldred, a J- 
street saloon proprietor. Secretary. 
On motion of Mr. Wertheim" the Chair 
named the following committee to wait 
upon the candidates for thecffice of Second 
Trustee and ascertaiu their position upon 
the question of high license: Tory Werth­ 
eim, Charles H. Eldred and D. J. Consi- 
dine. 
The Convention then adjourned to meet 
at tbs same place at 2 p. m. Sunday. 
y e s te r d a y 's m eetin g . 
At the appointed hour yesterday some 
forty saloon proprietors and liAr-tecders 
met in the lower hall. There was much 
earnest talk in little knots of three, four 
and five, and for a time it was hinted that 
the Convention would go into executive 
session and that all reporters would be ex­ 
cluded. 
At 2:30 p. m. Chairman Dillman called 
the meeting to order and all those not in­ 
terested in the movement and not engaged 
in the liquor traffic, except the newsgather- 
ers, were asked to retire. 
About forty, ex­ 
clusive of the five reporters, constituted the 
meeting. It was understood that, while 
those present numbered but about forty, 
they really represented about 300 interested 
in selling liquor. 
The Chair asked for the report of the 
committee which yhad been sent out as in­ 
terviewers. 
Mr. Wertheim, Chairman of the com­ 
mittee, said that they had performed the 
duty assigned them to the best of their 
ability. Immediately after the close of the 
Saturday session the committee started out 
to find Mr. Stevens, the Republican candi­ 
date. They soon found him on K street in 
front of the Huntington-Hopkins Com­ 
pany’s store. He was bluntly asked how 
he stood upon ihe question of high license. 
He was asked to give hia views, but de­ 
clined. He said he did not want to pledge 
himself and would not. He had lived in 
Sacramento for thirty years. He wanted 
to act honorably and honest, and if elected 
would then tell them what he proposed to 
do. “ He would not pledge himself or give 
us anv satisfaction, but we are satisfied that 
he is for high license.” McLaughlin called 
on us and said he was with us. He referred 
to his record on this question while a 
member of the County Board of Super­ 
visors. 
Charles H. Eldred, another of the com­ 
mittee, indorsed the report made by Mr. 
Wertheim as being correct. While Mr. 
Stevens declined to give an opinion, it 
was very generally known that he was a 
high license man. McLaughlin is a low 
license man ; he is with the liquor dealers 
and he will stay with us. 
Mr. Considine — Wbat did Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin say? 
Mr. Eldred—He said he was for low 
license and with us. 
Mr. Considine—Yes, that's what he said, 
and he will stay with us, too. He also 
added, in the same conversation, that he 
thought we fellows were paying enough 
license now. He assured us that if he was 
elected, he would always act reasonably 
and honest with us. 
The Secretary read a letter from H. D. 
Gamble regretting his 
inability to be 
present. He said he would back up and 
indorse any action the Convention might 
take. 
He was uncompromising in his 
opposition to any man who favored pro­ 
hibition or was for high license. 
On motion of Peter Newman, the tempo­ 
rary officers of the organization were de­ 
clared the permanent ones. 
Tony 
Wertheim 
was 
unanimously 
chosen Treasurer of the organization. 
Ed C. Boeder, a K-street saloon-keeper, 
took the floor and made a strong and 
urgent appeal for a thorough and" effec­ 
tive organization. "Let us have a liquor 
protectorate association, one where we can 
levy assessments and maintain an organ­ 
ization for thorough and effective work. 
Let us open a roll here and now, and all 
put down our names. Let us kuow who 
are in with us and whom we can depend 
upon.”

E. Weinrich—We 8re all in the same 
boat as we are in the same business, and 
we must fight shoulder to shoulder and we 
will win. Let us spend our own money on 
election day and it will give more general 
satisfaction. 
Ed. C. Roeder said they had made a good 
start, had a g--odly number of names of 
good men. The organization would be 
permanent, and in the future the liquor 
men of the city, both retail and wholesale, 
would stand by each other. 
The Chairman 9aid the organization had 
already contracted a few bills and some 
coin was necessary for their liquidation. 
0. II. Eldred said he coincided with what 
Mr. Scrnges! had said. 
An assessment 
ought to be levied and every man in town 
who sold whisky or beer should be called 
upon to sign his name and 
pay up. 
Many can’t get out on election day and 
spend $10 or $20, bnt they are willing to 
contribute that much to the cause.

I’eter Newman again called attention to 
the. fact that they were talking about m at­ 
ters which should be considered in execu­ 
tive session. Every saloon man in town 
would no doubt do his duty. There were 
some 300 or -100 of them, and each one had 
one or more triends whom they could in­ 
fluence to vote for low license. Every one 
of them would be found at work like 
heavers on election day to defeat the high 
license candidate, John Stevens.

of this State to make the opening fcr a negotia­ 
tion of that kind. 
Therefore, it is untrue in 
bothjouru&ls. The accredited representative of 
the Examiner on this floor was rot present when 
these things occurred last night. He based his 
report on Information, as he tells me, from cer­ 
tain sources which are near-ibout at this time. 
The sources of the information did not tell the 
truth, and X don’t care where the sources were. 
They did uot know what they were talking 
about. 
Now, I have one word specially about the 
Examiner. I have been the Examiner’» friend 
for a long time—since my boyhood. I have in­ 
dorsed its political views. I nave taken a great

When it came to a proposition that certain 
voters shoo'd stay out of the Democratic caucus 
in order to defeat him, Senator Meany and my- 
sé.í were the strongest advocates and most 
active supporters of holding the party together. 
It is knor u to every Senator on this floe r that 
that paper has missed no opportunity -during 
•this session to throw mud and falsehood and 
lies upen us 
My future course with reference 
to the San Francisco Examiner shall be •depend­ 
ent upon the answer I get from Senater Hearst 
to-day 
Murphy—Mr. President: X rise to a question 
of privilege. There is not a Senator 'uj>on this 
floor who is not aware that I have been very 
anxious lor several weeks to block, as has been 
stated bv the San Francisco Examiner, the con­ 
firmation of the names sent in by the Governor 
lor Pilot Commissioners. Two years ago, at my 
solicitation, the Governorof this State appointed 
Martin Bulger and A. C. Frieze ¡Pilot Commis­ 
sioners. I had known them and I had known 
the Governor from boylieod. 
On-.he 4th day of 
'February, 1887, the late Governorof this State sent 
these names into this Senate. 'Upon page 77 of 
the journal of the last session I find that Martin 
Bulger and A. C. Frieze were confirmed as Pike. 
Commissioners by a vote of twenty-nine to none, 
and they held the office until one week after 
the present Executive succeeded to the offi e 
which he now holds. 
Amougthose who veted 
for the confirmation of Captain Bulger aud Cap­ 
tain Krlexe axe eleven Senators iiyam this floor. 
Their names are Dixon. Goucher, Hinstmw, 
McDonald, Meany, Mr.ffitt. Murphy, Piiider, 
Roth, White and Yell. TheSenatorfrom Colusa 
was not here. 
If he had been he wouldLave 
voted tor lor the confirmation of these appoint­ 
ments. In the exercise o! what he considered 
to be his executive prerogative, the Governor of 
this State for no other reason than that they 
were Democrats, and believing that he had 
the power to do so, arbitrarily removed them. 
Frieze and Bulger have been for fortr years 
identified with the commerce of that port, men 
of character, standing and integrity: no chance 
for any charge in the world to be Drought 
against them; no possibility to remove them 
upon any ground except the mere feet that 
they had been appointed by a Democratic Gov­ 
ernor and been confirmed by a Democratic Sen­ 
ate, and that under the law the Governor, who 
was a partisan, had removed them from office. 
I have never undertaken to say that any one of 
the Senators upon this t'oor who two years ago 
voted for the confirmation of these gentlemen 
were ready to indorse that action. They were 
compelled to appeal to the highest tribunal in 
this State to make their title clear to the office 
which they held, and the Supreme Court did 
declare that they were entitled to the office. 
Now, afterthe lapse of all this time, we find it 
asserted m the newspapers that there are some 
Democrats who are ready to fail down. I do 
not believe it. 1 heaTd twenty-one Senators in 
my presence, and in the presence of each other, 
solemnly declare that they would stand by their 
party and the decision of the Courts. I did say 
that there were some acrobatic feats, but it did 
not refer to Senator*, but referred to individuals 
in the lobby, and it I am ever called upon to 
explain what I meant by that. 1 will do it at 
the projxjr time and in the proper place: but 1 
never made any reflection upon any Senator, 
because I know, and so do other Senators upon 
this floor, that there were twenty-two Senators 
who pledged themsetves to stand by their party 
and by the decision of the Courts. Knowing 
that, I could not have made any reflection upon 
any Senator upon this floor. 
Boggs—Mr. President: I desire only to say 
this, that in my votes last night upon these 
matters I did not change front. 
Everyone 
knows -that I didn’t. 1 voted as i have been 
voting all the time, and as 1 think proper. As 
to Senator Goucheris change, if there was such 
a change. I do not complain of that. If he was 
waiting my lead I have only to sav that the 
Democrats have not followed my lead. My 
name api>eare first on the list but the Democrats 
did not follow my lead, though Senator Goucher 
did. I am not sensitive to newspaper attacks, 
not at all. I know -that newspaper correspond­ 
ents are liable to make little sensational attacks 
and reports. It makes their paper a little more 
sought alter and more spicy. When they criti­ 
cise me I do not fall out with them or complain 
of them. Any of them are at liberty to criticise 
me and my acts to the fullest extent. If I can’t 
stand it I will change my course. 
Mead—Mr. President: These newspapers seem 
to think they have the right to criticise men no 
matter what position they may hold. I think 
the privilege of the press is too great, when any 
paper, or any writer in any paper, has the au­ 
dacity—I say it above board, because I care ior 
no paper—a Chinaman I will respect vvhen he is 
right—tne highest authority in the State or 
United States I res) ect no more. The paper 
that criticises me, or the mau who gives the 
paper any information concerning me, 1 sav is 
an infamous liar. No man on earth can -av I 
ever wont into any combination ot any kind.’ I 
am a Democrat at heart. I stick by my party 
when it is right, and when it is not right ! do as 
I please. I do not care what any man savs 
about me or publishes about me. I had last 
night tw>e reasons for voting as I did. One was 
important to me. or important to a friend of 
mine who is a Democrat. The other was I 
thought for fun I would vote with the mau who 
won’t speak to me now—the honorable Senator 
Boggs. I thought for fun, because he led the 
Democratic hosts, and he voted with the Repub­ 
licans, 1 won d follow the lead of that great 
Democrat—which he states, uot only In caucus, 
but everywhere else, that he is a true Democrat. 
For once I thought I would follow a true Demo 
crat. When he refused to vote I refused to vote, 
and when he voted with the Republicans i 
voted that way 
Why ? Because I thought it 
made no particular difference whether the con­ 
firmation was to be made this morning or last 
night. That is the reason I cast mv vote: and I 
say again cfcat any mau who implicates ine, or 
attempts to implicate .me, In any combination 
that is not honest, he is a falsifier, no matter 
who he may be. 
Boggs—I can only say, as being a Democrat 
aud voting with the Republicans. I believe that 
there was a Democratic caucus held a few days 
since. 1 believe that caucus did not adjourn 
very harmoniously, and it was considered that 
every man wheu the question came up on 
these appointments, should vote as he pleased. 
I only exercised my rights as other Democrats 
did in that paaticular. 
Sprague rose to a question of privilege, and 
set Kicnard Khute right In regard to the distarte 
once with the Sergcaut-at-Arms on Friday evcn- 
ing.

B elief th at M urderer T ascott H as Been 
Finally Located. 
Chicago, March 10th.—Increased interest 
is again being taken in the Tascott case. It 
is claimed by the police authorities that 
there are some substantial facts in connec­ 
tion with his whereabouts that may lead to 
his capture at any time. 
A former ac­

They reached their destina­ 
tion a week ago and wired Chief Hubbard 
that a young tuau whose description tallied 
w ith that of Tascott had been in the habit 
of calling at a certain postoffice for mail, 
but had not been in towD for two weeks.

ORDINANCE NO. 2i. 


T 
HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF THE 
County of Sacramento do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. There is hereby granted to the 
Folsom Water Power Company, a corporation, 
the franchise, right and privilege to construct a 
boom, or booms, upon the American river, and 
the South Fork thereof, in the county of Sacra­ 
mento, at any point, or points, above the dam 
now being constructed by said corporation on 
said American river, in Granite Township, in 
said county, and to operate and maintain the 
same for twenty (10) years, for the booming, 
floating and rafting of logs, timber and lumber; 
and with the right to charge, collect and re­ 
ceive the sum of one dollar and fifty cents 
<81 50) per thousand for each one thousand (1,000) 
feet, board measure, of such logs, timber and 
lumber as may be rafted, or floated, to said 
boom, or booms, or to the still waters in which 
the same shall be constructed. 
Said corporation shall be responsible for all 
damage that may result to the county of Sacra­ 
mento, or any of its property, on account of the 
construction or maintenance of said boom, or 
booms.
